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Too Many Grass Fires 


Most of the grass and brush fires that have kept 
the fire department on the jump during the past few 
weeks have been caused, fire officials say, by 
sparks and embers that have been blown from incine- 
rators. 


Burning household rubbish on a windy day in an 
uncovered or an open wire incinerator is extremely 
hazardous. The absence of snow in recent weeks and 
the prevalance of strong winds have caused the 
blaze from the incinerator to communicate with near- 
by grass and in a few minutes it is spreading out of 
control into a wide area. In several instances val- 
uable property has been endangered. 


We are now approaching the spring months during 
which time nearly every suburban community will 
find its residents burning over grass and brush areas 
in the annual spring clean-up of their properties. 


This may be beneficial, but several safety precau- 
tions should first be taken before this is done. 


To begin with, a permit for any fire in the open 
must be secured from the fire department. This can 
be done by phone. 


Then the proper tools for the control of grass fires 
should be on hand. These include shovels, brooms 
and garden hose all connected and ready for use. If 
not near a place where a hose can be connected, 

/ then barrels of water should be taken to the area to 
be burned. 

Depending upon conditions, some help should be 
standing by to lend assistance if needed. Never al- 
low children near a burning area, they may get 
burned. 

Choose a day when there is no breeze, otherwise 
the permit to burn may not be granted, and be sure to 
keep an eye on the fire until it is completely extin- 
guished. 


These are simple precautions, but they are safety

date the pupils expected next Sep- 
tember. 

Supt. Kenneth L. Sherman in 
his report states that during these 
years of advancing costs, growth 
in enrollment, changes in state 
and federal laws, and large build- 
ing programs, it becomes more and 
more necessary to weigh carefully 
costs against educational goals. 

“Tt is my belief,’? Supt. Sherman 
continues, ‘‘that we have en- 
deavored to accomplish this during 
the past school year. Much has 
been done and much remains to be 
accomplished, While our costs are 
only average, we hope that our 
schools are above average.’”” 

Discussing costs in his report 
Supt. Sherman says: ‘‘Probably the 
greatest factor in the increased 
cost of the public schools in And 
over is the increase in enrollment. 
[ am willing to go on record in say- 
ing that the per pupil cost in And- 
over is not above the average in 
the state, that the Andover salary 
schedule is not above the average,, 
and that the administrative costs 
of the school system are far below 
the average for town school sys- 
tems, 

“The budget of $500,090 for the 
fiscal year 1953 seems rather an 
alarming increase. However, the 
fact is that the per pupil cost is 
less than the per pupil cost of 
1952. Each additional pupil makes 
necessary more supplies, such as 
paper and pencils, and more text- 
books. For instance, each fifth- 
gade child has at his disposal 
approsimately fifty-five dollars 
worth of textbooks, While many of 
these textbooks are used year after 
year by succeeding classes, it is 
evident that any great number of 
fifth graders coming into the sys- 
tem would make necessary pur- 
chases of many new textbooks. The 
pet pupil cost for textbooks for 


1952 was three dollars and sixty- 
two cents,
